WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Mem­ 
bers of the Republican national com­ 
mittee heard a final Hoover sales 
talk from Secretary of War Patrick 
J. Hurley Wednesday as they end­ 
ed their winter business meeting. 
Tonight they will be on their way 
lorae to follow the instructions of 
National Chairman Simeon Fees to 
“sell” President Hoover to the coun­ 
try. 
On June 14 they will lead 1Д54 
delegates to Chicago and go through 
the formality of re-nominating him. 
Hurley gave the members a host 
of arguments to use in their cam­ 
paign to rebuild the chief executive’s 
popularity. He pictured Mr. Hoover 
as a champion of the laborer and 
farmer, a leader of financiers and 
the saviour of Europe. The presi­ 
dent, he assured the committee, will 
lead the country safely out of the 
depression and already has submit­ 
ted a magnificent program to that 
end to congress. 
Attacks Answered. 
The war secretary took particular 
occasion to answer the attacks which 
have been made on the president 
for his moratorium proposal and 
further suggestion that world war 
debts be reviewed. He denied spe­ 
cifically that Mr. Hoover has sug­ 
gested cancellation. 
Hurley praised the president’s 12 
point plan to end the depression as 
a master stroke of leadership. 
Southern states that voted for Mr. 
Hoover in 1928 are chief beneficiaries 
of Ню re-apportionment of delegates 
voted by the committee. Texas in­ 
creased her delegation from 26 to 
49, North Carolina from 20 to 28, 
Virginia from 15 to 25, Florida from 
10 to 18. 
California, the president’s adopt­ 
ed state, picked up 18 for a total of 
47. 
Massachusetts went from 89 to 3- 
as a penalty for having voted for A1 
Smith. 
Rhode Island suffered a 
like decrease, from 18 to 8, for the 
same reason.

LEAGUE HAS BANQUET

He told of the first Italian immi­ 
grants that came in his boyhood 
days and the change that he noted 
in the people of that race since that 
time. He expressed his interest in 
the announced purposes of the Lea­ 
gue and stated that they were en­ 
titled to use every honorable effort 
to secure their just and fair propor­ 
tion of public offices. 
Fred L. Rentz was next and in 
the course of his remarks called 
attention to the fact that he was 
himself of socalled foreign parentage 
that he was only interested in hav­ 
ing good men elected to office and 
that he had no prejudice against 
any race. God had made all races 
he said, and no one was better than 
the other. He spoke of his employes 
of Italian parentage and birth as 
being among those whom he had the 
greatest reason to be proud of. 
At this ooint Francis DeSanctis 
was heard in a delightful vocal num­ 
ber entitled “Neapolitan Night.” 
Councilman-Elect D. O. Davies then 
spoke briefly expressing his appre­ 
ciation of the many friends he had 
among the members of the organiza­ 
tion and said that all good law abid­ 
ing citizens, regardless of their an­ 
cestry, were Americans to him.

No Prejudice 
Charles B. Mayne, mayor elect, 
was then beard and spoke of his 
appreciation of the part that his 
many friends among the Italian 
element of the dty population had 
in his election. He said that the 
matter of prejudice against them, 
was largely in their own minds. That 
there was no more prejudice against 
the Italian than any other nation­ 
ality. 
The concluding address of the 
evening was given by Judge James

things that much had been said con­ 


cerning what might be done for the 
persons belonging to the organiz­ 
ation, that in reality, there should 
be the idea o: “what the Italian 
American can do for the rest of us.”

Abra­ 
ham Lincoln was the ideal citizen, 
because of his humble beginning 
and the place he reached, because 
of his desire to serve. There is no 
prjudice against the person serving 
with sacriiical effort. 
Various persons were then intro­ 
duced and telegrams of regret were 
read from State Senator George T. 
Weingartner and Assemblyman Bar­ 
ton E. Richards. The committee in 
charge of the event consisted * of 
Vitus Conti, chairman, Nicholas 
George, Anthony Villani and Joseph 
Pagley.

Under the present system indi­ 
vidual warrants must be made out 
lor each juror. The juror must sign 


The 
prothonotary must alao m il» affi­ 
davit before the controller. The or­ 
der for the money is then made out 
by the controller and with It the 
juror goes to the treasurer’s office 
and receives his or her pay. 
Formerly all the jurors could be 
paid off in less than half an hour. 
Under the present system it will 
take from an hour to an hour mid 
a half. 
Ah Whs which are presented un­ 
der the new system must be sworn 
to before the controller before an 
order is given on the county treas­ 
urer. The bills must also go through 
the county commissioners clerk.

Committee Offers Recom­ 
mendation After Con­ 
ference With Ath- 
letic Council 


DEFICIT STILL 
GROWING LARGER 


Discuss on o! the budget for the 
coming y?ar has been relegated to 
;he background, as members of the 
board of school directors tried at 
the meeting at the administration 
building iast night to solve the 
problem of what to do about the 
athletic fund deficit, which contin 
ues to gro v. The deficit has now 
reached the sum of $4.103.06. 
The 
matter 
was 
discussed 
at 
length at the meeting of the board, 
both in open meeting and in the 
committee of the whole, and no 
solution ha? yet been offered. 
Committee Reports 
The special committee, consisting 
of Messrs. Cleland, Hyde and Hazen, 
which had been appointed at the 
last meeting of the board, made 
their report to the board as follows: 
“A meeting was held with Dr. C. 
C. Green, Mr. Ralph Gardner and 
the membf rs of the athletic council, 
and the chairman, having held a 
conference with School Solicitor W. 
J. Moffatt, and after discussing var­ 
ious phases of the matter before 
the committee, the committee re­ 
quested the athletic council to sub­ 
mit to th( board a list of all bills 
payable and also to submit a bud­ 
get, subdivided into the maximum 
expenditures proposed to be author­ 
ized by ti e athletic council con­ 
cerning its full football schedule for 
1932. 
“It is also recommended that the 
bills of the Athletic Association as 
submitted be referred*to the solici­ 
tor for his opinion in the matter of 
payment of the same. 
It is fur­ 
ther recommended that in view of 
the present deficit existing in the 
affairs of the Athletic Association 
that in all contractual expenditures 
____________________________________ 


entered into or to b* entered Into 
or appfoved by the athletic council, 
the board does and prill hpld the 
council strictly accoi^aHa to the 
board.” 
This repeat was received and ac­ 
cepted by the board. 
The members of the school board 
then discussed the matter, and the 
question arose as to what steps were 
being taken by the athletic council 
to meet the deficit, or whether they 
had any plan to o iter to help meet 
the situation. 
Referred to Solicitor 
Mr. Hyde stated that athletics 
have not cost the school board os« 
cent in the last six years, and that 
further, the athletic council has paid 
in $27,000 toward the coat of cbn- 
structing the stadium. He stated 
that if the present deficit was met 
by the school board be felt the ath­ 
letic council would expect to reim­ 
burse the board for every cent ex­ 
pended by them. 
The 
question 
of 
whether 
the 
board was liable for the bills con­ 
tracted by the athletic council was 
brought up, but in view of the fact 
that Solicitor Moffatt was prevented 
from attending last night’s meeting, 
owing to the serious illness of his 
mother. Mr. Hazen stated that the 
matter should be referred to him for 
an opinion. 
He said that he felt 
the board should then put itself on 
record as to the amount they will 
be liable for in the future. 
The board then went into a com­ 
mittee of the whole wherein the 
matter was further discussed, but 
no action was taken awaiting a re­ 
port from the solicitor on the lia­ 
bility of the board for the obliga­ 
tions incurred by the athletic coun­ 
cil* 
’ ■ v . 
The matter will probably be set­ 
tled one way or the other at the 
next meeting of the board on Jan­ 
uary 4. 
It was brought out during the dis­ 
cussion of the matter last evening 
that the deficit would be still great­ 
er by the start of football season 
next year, due to the fact that the 
Athletic Association is obligated to 
pay salaries aggregating about $360 
per month for the balance of the 
school term.
